(Motion).  The modification is attached to the Motion as Attachment 1 (Modification Two). 
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The Postal Service states that it is in the process of negotiating with the customer 

a possible successor to the Agreement.  Id.  For this reason, the Postal Service 

requests an extension to maintain continuity of pricing and other terms and conditions of 

the agreement.  Id. at 2. 

The Commission finds that the extension will not affect the Agreement’s ability to 

comply with 39 U.S.C. § 3633(a).  Extending the Agreement is in the public interest and 

will not prejudice any person.  Consequently, the Commission reaffirms its findings in 

Order No. 3365 and approves Modification Two.  The Agreement, as modified, is 

authorized to continue through October 31, 2017.  Accordingly, the Motion for 

Temporary Relief is denied as moot. 

It is ordered: 

1. The Agreement, as modified, is authorized to continue through October 31, 2017. 

2. The Postal Service’s Motion for Temporary Relief is denied as moot.
